WAR OFFICE STILL SCOUTS

St. Petersburg, September 19.—2 a. m.— 
The reports that Genera! Kuroki is push-

A decisive advance In the direction of

are very large, and every days’ delay 
enables the commander in chief to perfect 
his defenses. 

Dispatches from Viadivostok and Sak- 
halin make no mention of developments 
there and the long promised Japanese op- 
erations against Sakhalin and Viadivos- 
tok, -which were expected to act as a 
diversion for General. Kuroki’s advance 
are not yet in sight. 

The disarming of the Lena at San 
Francisco is accepted here as having 
been inevitable in view of the consider- 
able length of time required to repair 
the vessel's boilers. The Russ editorial- 
ly points out that the United States 
declaration of neutrality expressly pro- 
'vides for vessels of a belligerent power 
using American ports for needful re- 
‘pairs, but admits that Russia could 
‘scarcely expect to be allowed to keep a 

warship eight months in a neutra! port

Moreover. bravery of the Russian 
| gunners was beyond all praise. On rid-

| behind Taowan, the other batteries had 
| endured a perfect hailstorm of shrapnel 
lwhich lay underfoot everywhere, while 
‘common shells had torn gaps over every 
|'few feet about the guns. 
| Many statements have occurred In En- 
| ropean newspapers about the superiority 
of Japanese guns, but their work so far 
‘has illustrated the western aphorism 
that ‘“‘success is not in holding a good 
‘hand but in playing a poor hand weil.” 
Russians Had Better Guns. 

It is conceded by the experts whoa 
have seen their work in the field that the 
Russian guns are better than the Jap- 
anese, and that the ratio to insure equal- 
ity should be about six Japanese against 
four Russians. 

But the showing made by 
infantry leaves much be 
tf their trenches had been 
marksmen like the Boers, there would 
have been No question of the Japanese 
reaching them without heavy loss, if at 
all.

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Athletics and Education. 

A calm and thoughtful discussion of 
“The Place of Athletics in Education,” 
by William P. Few, in a recent issue 
of The Sewanee Review, comes with 
sharp timeliness with the annual re- 
awakening of educational activity 
throughout the country. Mr. Few very 
ably handles the question in all its 
bearings and after weighing the facts 
pro and con, he concludes that the 
“penefits to be derived from inte:- 
collegiate athletics (he might have 
added all forms of athletics as applied 
to the educational phase), outweigh 
the evils.” 

In support of this statement. he 
shows that the gradual growth of in- 
terest in college sports has materially 
improved the physical condition of the 
American student-body, at the same 
time spreading a love for the whole- 
some out-of-door life throughout the 
country. He believes that athletics is 
responsible for the notable decrease 
of rowdyism in American colleges and 
the equally notable increase in tem- 
perate and moderate living among the 
students. The salutary influence of 
outdoor sports reaches even those not 
actual participants, and tends largely 
to neutralize the concentrated, phys- 
ically-dwarfing process to which the 
liard student is liable. Mr. Few holds 
that if athletics accomplish no more 
than this result, combined with the 
poise, steady nerves and self-control 
it confers on those taking part, it 
would more than justify its portion in 
college life. 

That it does more than this, he is 
convinced. It unifies students and 
gives them a love for and communal 
interest in their alma mater, whica 
could accrue from no amount of intel- 
lectual effort. The trend of education 
and of thought is toward separation 
and selfishness, while the injection 
of athletics as a corollary of the cur- 
riculum tends to a sane democracy 


and a mutual exertion for the good of 
the institution, the good effects of 
which can hardly be overestimated. 
Mr. Few does not deny that, under 
the present system, there are abuses. 
He names the principal two as excess 
and the spirit which means to win-- 
by fair means, if possible—but above 
all, to win.

The Golden Eagles Presented to At- 


lanta by Mrs. Crumley, Are 
in Atlanta. 

The two golden eagles recently donat- 
ed to Atlanta by Mrs. W. S. Crumley. of 
Colorado, arrived in the city yesterday 
morning and have been placed at fire 
department headquarters until they can 
be taken to Grant park. 

Mrs, W. 8. Crumley is an Atlanta wom- 
an, the sister of Henry M. Gaines, and 
jthe daughter of Marlon Galtnes, of this 
city.

D. & B., Woodbine, Ga.—We would like | 
to get what information we can in re 
gard to sowing lucerne in this section. |

Any information you can give will be 
thankfully recelved, 

Answer—I cannot perhaps tell you A 
_that you wish to xnow in regard to the 
cultivation of alfalfa, and I have myself | 
‘been personally familiar with its culture 
| for More than Afty years. The rich, san- 
dy loams of southwest Georgia are espe- | 
clally well adapted to the culture of al- 
falfa: but it is necessary that the soil 
should be made rich, if not naturally so. 
It will not succeed well on soil that is 
not wejl drained. There must be no | 
stagnant water within three or four feet | 
of the surface. Preferably I sow it in | 
drills twenty-four inches apart, precisely 
as ruta baga turnips, using about ten or 
fifteen pounds to the acre and covering 
about half an inch deep, You should pre- 
pare your land thoroughly well and fer- 
tilize it so as to make it rich, and sow | 
it just as you would ruta baga turnips. | 
Sow any time from the first of October | 
to the first of March. Preferably, how- | 
ever about the first of October when the | 
ground is in such condition as to ger- | 
minate the seed promptly. The next best 
time is the latter part of February. When 
once you have securéd a good stand of 
it it will last for an indefinite period, and 
will afford six cuttings in a season and 
will produce an immense amount of a 
nutritious food which may be fed green 
or converted into hay if desired.
